HISTORICAL SUMMIT 

Prime Minister of Indio, Shri Atal Bihari Vajapyee and his Pakistani counterpart Mohammad Nawaz Sharif had raised hopes for an end to 50 vearsm 
despite their lack of breakthrough on the flashpoint dispute over the Himalyan state of Kashmir. . 


T he two leaders wrapped up their historic 
encounter, from 20-21 February, with 
smites, making conciliatory comments and 
signing a Lahore Declaration as welt as a docu- 
ment setting out- confidence building measures. 

Hlfi Ambassador flf India la Amman. Her 
Chaiflll Singh Dhody. in an exclusive statement 
to The Arab Daily, concluded thaL the Indian- 
Pakistani summit would pave the way for friend- 
ly bilateral relations. 

In his statement, the Ambassador said: 


“l- Indian Prime Minister A.B. Vajpayee's visit 
to Lahore after an interregnum of ten years is a 
defining moment in bilateral relations between 
India and Pakistan. The readiness with which 
Prime Minister Vajpayee accepted PM Nawaz 
Sharif's invitation shows India's desire to nor- 
malize its relations with Pakistan. 

2- The Lahore Declaration issued after two 
days of talks between Prime Minister Vajpayee 
and Mr. Nawaz Sharif envisages intensification of 
composite and integrated dialogue process for 
an early and positive outcome of the agreed 


bilateral agenda. 

3- Tlie eight-point Memorandum of 
Understanding signed by the two Foreign secre- 
taries encompass various confidence building 
measures such as engagements in bilateral con- 
sultation on security concept and nuclear doc- 
trine, provision of advance notification in 
respect of ballistic missile tests and to undertake 
national measures to reducing risk of accidental 
and unauthorized use of nuclear weapons under 
their respective controls.

The 14 prisoners are said to 
suffer from chronic illnesses 
such as heart diseases and dia- 
betes. The government has 
tried to persuade Israel to 


allow them to serve the 
remainder of their terms in 
Jordan. 

TheJMA’s president, Bassam 
Dajani. said Israel’s move was 
intended to punish his organi- 
zation for its vehement oppo- 
sition to Jordan's 1994 peace 
treaty with Israel and its public 
lobbying against normal ties 
with Israel. 

"It is obvious that it is a 
political decision aimed at 
twisting our arm to normalize 
ties with Israel," he told The 
Associated Press. 

The association is one of 13 
professional associations that 
have maintained a boycott of 
Israel despite the peace treaty. 

Dajani said he thought Israel 
was also offended by his asso- 


ciation’s nominating three doc- 
tors from the West Bank, 
rather than from Jordan, to 
examine the prisoners. 

The JMA has 1 .800 member- | 
doctors in the Palestinian terri- 
tories. Jordan administered the 
West Bank until it was cap- 
tured by Israel in the 1967 
Arab-lsraeli War. 

Dajani said he believed 
Israel banned the doctors' visit 
when "it learned that JMA 
nominated them from the 
West Bank." 

He stressed the nomination 
of Palestinian doctors was "a 
practical decision that bears 
no political ramifications what- 
soever."

Earlier in January, Shukri and Abu 
Jamouse told The Arab Daily that the GSM 
license was to be Issued immediately 
after the Hid. But contention between the 
TRC and Jordan Telecom over the draffs 
clauses have held lip the licensing. 

The upcoming Fastlink competitor is 


expected to start operations in August. 
According to the terms of the bid. Amman 
must be covered in the first four months, 
while the rest of the country has to be 
online within six months. 

And unlike Fastlink’s infrastructure 
equipment investment, Shukri was quot- 
ed as saying that each cellular phone-line 
would cost no more than S300, whereas 
Fastlink’s cost $1,200. 

Fastlink. which now has over 70,000. 
paid JOD 7 million for its license. It also 
put a JOD 27.4 million revenue sharing 
guarantee for four years of exclusivity and 
paid the Telecommunication Corporation 
(TCCI a further JOD 12 million for 1.500 
car-phone subscribers. 

The last telecommunications bid this 
big was in 1995. when Siemens won a 
contract worth S140 million to supply the 
TCC with digital exchanges in accordance 
with the National Telephone Program, 
which upgraded Jordan Telecom's land- 
line infrastructure to 21st century stan-

ADEN, Vfcmen (AFP) — Yemeni police have released a British lawyer 
who has been offering legal advice to a group of Britons facing ter- 
rorism charges, a British diplomat said Tuesday.

The security forces said in a statement read on state 
radio that two or the wounded were seriously hurt when the 
booby-trapped parcel exploded at the town 130 kilometers from 
Alg'ers tn Am Defla province. The area is one of Algeria's main 
hotbeds of violence. At least 14 people were killed and 24 wound- 
ed In a bomb explosion on a market in Khemis Meliana early in 
December. Thirteen more people were killed and 39 wounded in a 
bomb blast in August in the same town. The government blames 
Muslim rebels for bombings in which thousands of civilians have 
been killed in the past six years tliroughmit the North African 
country.

JERICHO'S WALLS GET NEW COAT 
OF PAINT AS CITY HOLDS FESTIVAL 


JERICHO (AP) •— After years of 
serving as bulletin boards for 
political graffiti, the walls of 
Jericho are getting a new coat of 
colorful murals. 

Mahiro Manshua's, a Japanese 
artist participating in the two- 
week Palestinian Winter Festival 
that begins Wednesday, was atop 
a scaffold priming an L-shaped 
wall near a newly opened park. 

Assisted by Andreas Wahl of 
Austria, the two artists will paint a 
pantheon of faces representing 
rhe peoples of the world. 
Palestinian artists will create two 
other panels. 

The cheerful scenes are in 
sharp contrast to the usual wall 


art, such ' as paintings of 
Palestinian President Yasser 
Arafat. 

Sitting in front of a cluttered 
desk and clutching two phones to 
her ears, festival director Serene 
Huleileh said she hopes the festi- 
val will give Palestinians a taste of 
a normalacy. 

"The aim is to find a glimmer of 
hope... beyond the dreary politi- 
cal situation,” said Huleileh. who 
expects 30,000 people to attend 
the celebrations. 

Tlie main attraction is Egyptian 
singer Hani Shaker. The 10,000

BAGHDAD {REUNITED 

NATIONS (AP) — One Iraqi was 
injured when Western war- 
planes attacked a weapons site 
during a patrol of the no-fly 
zone over northern Iraq on 
Hiesday, the official Iraqi News 
Agency said. 

“Thirteen hostile formations 
at 12:30 a.m. (930 GMT) violat- 
ed our airspace coming from 
Turkey. They shelled our 
weapons sites in Mosul, injur- 
ing one citizen," said a military 
communique quoted by the 
agency. 

It was the second reported 
attack by Western planes in 
Iraq’s northern no-fly zone this 
week. 

The statement said the P-1 4s, 


F-15s and F-16s and Tornado 
warplanes supported by early 
warning aircraft also flew over 
Zakho, Amadia, Arbil and

Hie spokesman said the Iraqi 
forces "compelled them to flee 
to the bases from- where they 
came in Turkish territories."

BANGKOK (AFP) - Southeast 
Asia may produce much of the 
world’s heroin but it is the 
pushers of the United States 
and Europe who harvest the 
profits, a United Nations drug 
expert said Tuesday. 

UN Drug Control Programme 
(UNDCP) regional 'representa- 
tive Christian Konievall said 
while Myanmar remained one 
of the world’s top heroin pro- 
ducers and China had become a 


major middleman, the riches 
were mostly enjoyed in the 
West. 

“In the Wa (ethnic minority) 
area of Myanmar, one kilogram 
(2.2 pounds) of heroin costs 
about 3,000 dollars," he told 
journalists at a press confer- 
ence to launch a new UN report 
on the international drug trade. 

“When it gets to Kunming in 
China it costs about 8,000 dol- 
lars and in Guangdong, China's 


main heroin warehouse, it’s 
worth five times that much at 
about 40,000 dollars. 

“But at the end of the chain, 
with the retailers in New York, 
it sells for 250,000 to 300,000 
dollars." 

Kornevall was speaking after 
the release of the International 
Narcotics Control Board (INCB) 
annual report naming Myanmar 
as a major supplier of the 
world's opiates. 



N KOREA WELCOMES AMNESTY FOR 
POLITICAL PRISONERS IN SOUTH 


Seoul (ripa) — North Korea Ibesday welcomed an 
announcement by South Korea of amnesties for 
pro-communist long-term prisoners but demanded 
they be handed over to Pyongyang. 

In a letter to his Seoul counterpart Chung Won 
Shi k. Jang Jae On, chainnan of North Korea's Red 
Cross said the return of the detainees would be “an 
important turning point in opening the door to a 
wide range of contacts and bring about a thaw in 
the frozen inter-Korean relations." 

South Korea Monday announced the release of 
17 long-term political prisoners in an amnesty- for 
8,812 criminals to celebrate Thursday's first 
anniversary of the administration of President Kim 
Dae Jung. Human rights activists have repeatedly 
appealed to Kim, himself a farmer dissident under 
the country’s one-time military dictatorship, to free 


the 17 prisoners who are now known to be seri- 
ously ill. 

They liave so far seived between 28 and 41 
years, after refusing to swear off communism and 
take an oath to adhere by South Korean laws. Some 
of them were bom in the north of the Korean 
peninsula.The ministry said the 17 political prison- 
ers due to be released no longer posed a serious 
threat to national security, because of their 
advanced ages, but will remain under surveillance. 

Their release was late, "but we welcome the 
announcement", saidjang*s letter, published by the. 
North Korean state news agency KCNA. 

Seoul's Justice Minister Park Sang Cheon Monday 
left unanswered the question of whether any ofthe 
17 prisoners would be returned to the north.

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OLIVETTI'S TAKE OVER BID 
UPSETS EUROPEAN INDUSTRY 
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J LONDON (AP) — Olivetti's audacious bid 
lo take over a former state-owned monop- 
oly five times its size portends an era of 
unprecedented upheaval for Europe's 
telecommunications industry. 

Established companies in Britain and 
Germany face a growing threat from small- 
er, more .aggressive upstarts, while in the 
Netherlands, a long-dominant telecommu- 
nications firm is seen as increasingly vul- 
nerable to an unfriendly takeover. 

For consumers, the competitive trend 
likely means cheaper and better phone ser- 
vice. "We favor competition. We agree very 
much with [his opening of the market," 
said Anna Ciaberoni, head of the Italian 
consumer group Federconsumatori. 

Ciaberoni expressed some concern over 
the size of the bid bur said she was gener- 
ally optimistic that if Olivetti succeeds, con- 
sumers will benefit. The catalyst for these 
changes, last year's deregulation of the 
European telecommunications business, 
also has created pressure for mergers and 
acquisitions much like the recent wave of 
consolidation that is redefining the conti- 
nent’s car industry. 

Olivetti’s S 58 billion [52.7 billion euros) 
bid to take over Telecom Italia, the world's 
sixth-largest phone company, ran into some 
obstacles Monday after Italy's stock market 
regulator, Consob. said Olivetti’s weekend 
filing failed to meet the standaids Tor a full- 
fledged takeover announcement. That's 
important because Italian law limits the 
defense a company can mount once it 
becomes the target of a takeover bid ruled 
valid by Consob. 

The ruling doesn't stop Olivetti from try- 
ing a takeover, but it does give Telecom 
Italia more room to try and fend it off. 
Telecom Italia said Sunday that Olivetti's 


bid is "full of holes" and was marshaling a 
defense, 

Olivetti also must overcome potential 
resistance from the Italian treasury, which 
retains 3.4 percent of Telecom's shares and 
veto power over major decisions through 
2000. Despite that veto power, Italy's 
Premier Massimo D'Alema said Monday his 
government needs to remain neutral. 

Regardless of the outcome, Olivetti, a 
telecommunications newcomer that made 
its name building typewriters and comput- 
ers. poses the biggest challenge seen so lar 
in an industry still dominated by companies 
that long enjoyed monopoly rights. In 
Britain, where deregulation of the industry 
began in 1 98 1 , at least two new firms have 
already carved out a niche serving busi- 
nesses witli fiber-optic phone lines. 

One of the firms, COLT Telecom Group 
PLC, has expanded beyond British shores to 
build or plan networks in Germany. France, 
Italy and Spain. Since going public in 1996. 
COLT has grown into Britain's 48th-biggest 
company in terms of market capitalization. 

British Telecommunications PLC has 
hardly been sitting still. The largest British 
phone company tried to buy the No. 2 U.S. 
long-distance carrier, MCI Communications 
Corp., in 1997. But British Telecom was out- 
bid by WorldCom Inc. “Liberalization came 
earlier to the United Kingdom, and it's now 
coming to the rest of Europe," said John 
Curran, a London-based senior vice presi- 
dent at Donaldson, Lufkin andjenrette, one 
of three U.S. investment banks backing the 
Olivetti bid. 

The result, analysts say. is that younger, 
more entrepreneurial firms are starting to 
embarrass their larger domestic competi- 
tors, many of whom are still operated by 
national governments. Along with Telecom

A spokesman for the biggest Dutch 
telecommunications company, Royal KPN 
NV, confirmed Monday that his chief execu- 
tive, Wim Dik. doubts whether KPN can 
remain independent beyond the next sev- 
eral years. 

"In the long run, you could see three or 
four European earners instead of a national 
carrier for each country," said James 
Sawtell, an analysr at Deutsche Bank's 
London office. 

But not every competitor can aspire to 
pan-European or global status. Citing the 
example of Swisscom, the newly privatized 
telecommunications arm of Switzerland's 
postal service, Sawtell said; “There's a lot 
of virtue in being just a well-run domestic 
carrier,”

SYDNEY (AFP) — Australian tourism 
leaders Tuesday shrugged off a four 
percent slump in overseas visitor 
arrivals last year, expressing confi- 
dence an Asian recovery will boost 
growth from 2000 onwards.

hot flashes: are you a suffprpr? 


T he most characteristic 
complaint of menopause 
is the bothersome hot 
flash, more correctly called the 
hot flush. They may begin 
when periods are still regular 
or are just starting to fluctuate 
and are often one of the first 
indications that menopause is 
approaching. 

Generally, hot flashes are 
most uncomfortable in the fixst 
and second years after 
menopause, gradually decreas- 
ing in frequency and intensity 
as the body adapts to the hor- 
monal changes. Some women 
never have a hot flash but some 
are inconvenienced for as long 
as five to ten years. 

The hot flash is harmless. 
Nevertheless, as the body's 
tempera ru re control system 
vacillates between overheating 
and reepoiing, a strain is put on 
other parts of the body systems 
as well. 

Flashes may be accompanied 
by dizziness, fatigue, weak- 
ness, loss of sleep and 
headaches. 

Women with more body fat 
encounter fewer problems. 
Whereas, women who are thin 
complain of more severe symp- 
toms. Women - who have had 
their ovaries surgically 
removed also demonstrate 
greater susceptibility to hot 
Flashes. Smokers can expect to 
suffer more because smoking 


tends to inhibit the circulation. 

Iteatments that help in stabi- 
lizing the autonomic nervous 
system which controls our 
involuntary control responses, 
may help bring hot flashes 
under control. 

Exercise is effective if started 
considerably in advance of 
menopause, Keeping the body 
in good working condition will 
help it to combat any distur- 
bances that may affect it. 

Proper nutrition can help in 
alleviating hot flashes. 
Hormones are formed from the 
building blocks of food and if 
even one nutritional element is 
missing, a hormonal deficiency 
or imbalance may result. 
Therefore, nurturing the 
organs and glands throughout 
life with the right kinds of 
foods should always be our 
main taiget. 

Clinical studies have shown 
that certain nutrients can be 
effective in treating hot flashes. 
Hie most widely researched is 
Vitamin E. 

It lias been found that vita- 
min E appears to have a stabi- 
lizing effect on the levels of 
oestrogen increasing the hor- 
mone output in women who 
are deficient and lowering it in 
those who are prone to excess. 

Many nutritionists agree that 
the increased prevalence of 
refined foods, in addition to 
the absence of whole grains. 


nuts and seeds in the diet, lias 
led to a decrease in the avail- 
ability of dietary vitamin E. 

Additional nutrients found to 
stabilize hot flashes are vitamin 
C, Selenium and Calcium. 


Incessant hot flashes, 
the first thing you 
ought to do Is to check 
your dlot. Fasting all 
day and overindulging 
at night can be |ust as 
devastating on the 
body. Hero are other 
things that you can 
check out:

It is important that fruit be 
simmered until it is as tender 
as required; once the sugar is 
added, further cooking will 
not tenderize the fruit any- 
more. 

Sugar must be dissolved 
before mixture boils or jam 
may crystallize. Use pastry 
brush dipped in warm water 
to brush away every grain of 
sugar. 

To leal If (am has 
lolled: 

When Lire mixture thickens 
and drops heavily from the 
spoon, remove from heat to 
stop further cooking. Allow 
hubbies to subside, then 
drop a teaspoon of mixture 
onto a saucer which lias been 
chilled in the freezer For 
about 30 seconds or until jam 
is at room temperature. Jam 
which has pieces of fruit in it 
should have formed a skin 
which wrinkles when pushed 
with your finger. Jam which is 
pulpy should be spreadable. 

Skim surface, if necessary, 
before bottling. 

Pour jam right to the top of 


line, sterilized jars; jam will 
shrink a little on cooling.

Stand jars, with- 
out Touching, righr-way-up 
on wooden board in cold 
oven. Place oven temperature 
on very low, leave for 30 min- 
utes. remove jars from oven. 
To seal |arst 

While jam is hot. it must be 
sealed correctly to prevent I 
deterioration. Metal lids are 
not suitable, as the acid con- 
tent of the jam will corrode 
the lid. Lined, lacquered and 
plastic screw-top lids give a 
good deal. If jam lias been 
cooked and scaled correctly, 
it will keep for at least 12 
months. Refrigerate once 
opened.

Hie 
signs are everywhere. In California, 
Richard Machado was found guilty of 
sending our mail via die Incemer to 
AsianAmerican students tiiar lie 
would “fiid" and “hunt down.” In 
Florida, a group of nine students was 
lecendy arrested for publishing an 
underground pamphlet via die 
Internet filled with racist and vulgar 
language ami suggestions of vio- 
lence against the black prindpal of 
their high sdwol. 

And from all indications, such inci- 
dents are just die tip of die iceberg. 

“W? are wry, very concerned" 
Abraham Cooper, assistant dean of 
the renowned Simon Wiesenthal 
Center in Los Angeles, told die 
German Press Agency (DBA). "Its a 
very serious issue." 

The exploding popularity of the 
Internet in recent years has been a 
boon to those who want to spread 
messages of hate, bigotry, and vio- 
lence to an ever larger audience. 

’TAfe have found over 1 , 1 00 prob- 
lematic hate sites," says Coopei; 
referring to a new study entitled 
"Digital Hate 2000" due to be 
released by his centerwithin the next 
month. 

Hie content of hate sites ranges 
from Wfeb pages detailing die con- 
struction of bombs to propaganda 
from extremist groups promoting 
terrorist activities akin to the 
Oklahoma US. bombing in 1995, 
which Idled almost 170 people. 

Of great concern to Cooper and 
other researchers at die Simon 
Wiesenthal Center is also die finding 
tiiat more and more hate pages are 
directly geared towards children. 


Racist versions of tile popular 3D 
action games “Doom" and 
‘‘Wallenstein." for example, now 
exist on the Internet and can be 
downloaded for free. In die “hate 
version" of Doom, ‘in order to win 
you end up shooting Jews, blacks, 
and odier minorities," Cooper says. 

Hate pages devoted to the game 
Wfolfensteiii 3D “celebrate Nazism 
with gas clambers, toiture, and 
lacist stereotypes," Cooper says, ‘It’s 
really disgusting.” Hie original com- 
puter game Wfolfenstein 3D • about 
an American soldier hying to escape 
a German prison during Wbrid Wbr II 
- lias always come under fire for its 
radst undertones. Hie game was 
banned in Germany. 

According to Jordan Kessler, a 
spokesperson for the Anti- 
Defamation League in New \brk, 
"die battlefield has changed on the 
Internet" since die first and most 
known hate site by former Ku Khix 
Man (KKK) member Don Black, 
“Stoimfront," hit the net in 1995. 

"There is a subculture out there 
that is quite sophisticated and quite 
disturbing,” Kessler says. 

Don Black, a 45-year-old native 
from Alabama, who split with the 
KKK a little more than ten years ago 
and has since gone on to spread 
white supremacy views on his own. 
concedes that foe Internet has been 
“a tremendous boon for us." 

"That’s why I dedicate most of my 
time to diis. I feel like I have accom- 
plislied more on the W»b tlian in my 
25 years of political activism." Black 
said recently. 

"Whereas before, we could readi 
only people with pamphlets or hold- 
ing rallies with no more than a few 


hundred jjcople, now we can reach 
potentially millions," Black added. 

One look at die Stomifiont Weir 
site - with its Geiman gothic loitering 
and a Celtic cross surrounded by the 
words “White Pride World Wide” • 
illustrates wlrerc the radal aixl politi- 
cal leanings of the site lie, even 
though Black voltcmcntly opposes 
any assertion tlim his Is a "lute" 
page- “Hie label liate group 1 is a tenn 
used to stifle debate.” he says. 

Others contend iliat such ,i

Researcher Agarlia A Curran, in her 
essay “Stucly of Hate Groups on the 
Internet," examined Wfcb pages sudi 
as those by Stomifiont.

While the campaign is designed

INTEL'S P3 CHIP FLAWED WITH 
SECURITY BUGS — MAGAZINE 


HANOVER (DPA) — Safeguards that chip- 
maker Intel has built into its new Pentium 
III processor have been defeated in a test 
commissioned by the German computer 
magazine CT die publication said 
Tliesday. 

Intel's plans to give every chip a serial 
number and thus a unique identity on the 
Internet were greeted with a storm of 
protest several weeks ago, prompting Intel 
to add software that disables transmission 
of the serial number if users so wish. 

Hut Hanover-based CT said its tester 
line! devised software tricks that could 
make a computer surrender its identifica- 
tion to a snooper without its owner even 
being aware of the security breach. 

Critics say an end to anonymity would 
enable big business and espionage agen- 
cies to compile profiles of everyone on the 
internet. 

Intel, which has previously claimed the 
Pentium Ill’s system architecture guaran- 
tees the user's security, admitted through 
a German spokesman Tuesday that it too 
had detected the weakness, but said it had 
already moved to counter the problem. 

"This hack functions without the user 
allowing it or even noticing it." chip expert 
Andreas Stiller or CT told Deutsche Presse- 
AgeiUtir (DPA). 

According to Intel, the Pentium III has 
been given a serial number to provide 
additional security for Internet commerce.

The music qufddy entered the international 
repertory and its popularity spread until almost 
everyone with a Western education could recog- 
nize "In the Hall of the Mountain King" and 
“Moming"...with almost as many knowing “Anitra's 
Dance" axi 'Asa's Death." 

Incidentally, if you’re among the many classical 
listeners to picture a beautifully stark Norwegian 
sunrise when you I rear “Morning." then yfou’re not 
familiar with the actual play. The sunrise depicted 
is in South Africa. And ‘Anitra’s Dance" is meant to 
be Egyptian id flavor. 

arhigo norm 

Anigo Boito was bom in Padua on tills day in 1842. 

Tbday we remember Boito mainly for his writ- 
ing. He did the librettos to Vferdi’s "Otello” and 
"FaJstaff," and to ftmchieili's "La Giooonda." But he 
was also a composer and some of his choral music 
is still performed. 

Boito had one extremely controversial moment 
as a composer...when hfs opera "Mefotofele" was 
performed at La Scala in 1868. Tire Milanese take 
their opera seriously, even today and aren't slty 
about hissing what tiiey don't like. In the case of 
"Mefistofcfe," Milan divided into two angry camps 
- ardent admirers and more traditional opera lovers 
who hated it. The premiere ended in a riot... there 
were fistfights on two succeeding evenings. ..and 
the Milan police department then banned further 
performances. 

Boito lived to see "Melistofele" enter the Italian 
repertory., .and any regrets he may have had about 
not becoming a more important composer must 
have-been mitigated by seeing die enduring popu- 
larity of his libretti for otlteis. Also, he was elected 
in 1912 to tire Italian Senate. Anigo Boito died in 
1918 at the age of 76. 

HA KIHS'S Till HD 

Roy Hams sTIiird Symphony was premiered by the 
Boston Synjphoiiy on this day in 1939. 

Harris - one of tire many talented Americans 
who studied in Paris with Nadia Boulanger - 
seemed more than any of die others to be influ- 
enced by the chromatic chords she coukl iswluce 
on the organ. 

All of Harris's music features prismatic poly- 
chords dial often sound like a sunset...neither 
bright nor dark but something pleasantly in 
between. 

The Thind Symphony - by far Harris's most suc- 
cessful work and the only Harris composition tliat 
most people know - is a angle movement work 
that opens with one of tire longest unbroken 
melody lines in all classical music. 

Another interesting feature of the symphony is 
its scherzo section, which actually sounds more 
propiilsive when played slowly. Feathery figura- 
tions by the fiddles sound like busy work at a brisk 
pace, but at a slow speed tiiey can be made to 
sound like the main rhythm, an almost disco beat, 
Ifyrni like Harris’s Symphony and would like to 
explore other works by this composer, his 
Gettysburg" Symplrony is available on CD and is 
very good. Many other works are also available but 
the performance quality is poor on some of the 
older releases.

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IILMOHDO WINS SECOND 
ALSGAARD BEATS 


GOLD 


MYLLYLAE 



RAMSAU, Austria (AP| — Olympic 
diampion Thomas Alsgaard of Norway 
edged Mika Myllylae of Finland at the 
finish line to win the men's 1 5-kilome- 
ter freestyle pursuit cross-country race 
at die Nordic Ski World Championship 
Hiesday, 

Stefania Belmondo of Italy blazed 
through a snow storm to her second 
gold medal when she won the 
women’s I O-kilomcter freestyle pur- 
suit earlier Hiesday, 

Alsgaard. only 15th in Monday’s 
10K, the first leg of the pursuit, went 
into the race with a 57-second deficit 
behind Myllylae, winner of the gold 
medals in the 10K and the 30K and 
now owner of three medals from three 
races. 

But Alsgaard steadily cut the deficit 
and around the 1 2th kilometer caught 
up with Myllylae and Bjorn Daehlic, 
who had been switching places in the 
lead. 

As Alsgaard surged ahead, Myllvlac 
ffled widi him but Daehlic, the 


Norwegian superstar, (hopped behind. 

"Once I catiglu up with Myllylae. my 
tactic was to stay behind and, rest and 
sprint in the home stretch,” said 
Alsgaard. a powerful finisher. 

'I he plan worked, just as it did for 
Alsgaard at the Olympics, when he 
edged Daehlic at the finish line. 
Myllylae was unable to push ahead as 
the two sprinted home next to each 
other. 

Daehlic, eight-lime Olympic champi- 
on and the most successful cross-coun- 
try skier of all time, could nor defend 
the bronze medal and dropped to sixth 
place. 

As Alsgaard won the race in 4! min- 
utes, 35.9 seconds with Myllylae 0.7 
seconds behind, Italy's Fulvio Valbusa 
pushed ahead to clinch the bronze, 
22.7 seconds behind Alsgaard. Jari 
Isumctsac of Finland was fourth and 
Jaak Mae of Estonia fifth. Alsgaard's 
total time for two races was one hour, 
five minutes, 54.9 seconds. 

“Before the race, I didn’t think it was 


realistic to think of the gold," Alsgaard 
said. "I just tried to run at iny speed.” 

Alsgaard clinched his third major 
title, after winning the 30K gold medal 
at the 1994 Olympics and the l5Kgold 
in 1998. 

Myllylae usually loves racing in snow 
storms, but Tuesday's blizzard was too 
much even for him. "My opinion is that 
we should not have raced. I wasn’t 
happy. But it wasn't why 1 lost. Ilioinas 
was much stronger today and earned 
his gold medal." 

Alsgaard. 27. said tlie conditions 
were not fair, ’’but it wasn’t iny deci- 
sion." 

Belmondo, who won the opening 
women's 15K, made her move just 
after passing the halfway mark and 
kept up rlie pace until she crossed the 
finish line with an Italian flag in her 
hand. 

"It was a tough race but I am very 
happy about the way it turned out.” 
Belmondo said. "Ramsnu is like my sec- 
ond family.” The Italian trains often in 


this Austrian cross-counrry skiing 
resort. 

Nina Gavriliuk of Russia look the sil- 
ver medal 28.9 seconds behind and 
Irina Taranenko-Terelia of Ukraine 
seized the bronze, trailing 34.4 sec- 
onds. 

Belmondo. 30. is on the best way to 
wipe out the frustrations of the 1997 
championship in Trondheim, Norway, 
when she had to settle for four silver 
medals. 

Her 15K victory Friday was her first 
triumph in a major championship in six 
years. 

Belmondo started the race in eighth 
place, 44 seconds after Rente 
Martinscn of Norway, the winner of 
Monday's 5K, the first leg of the pur- 
suit. 

Russia's Olga Danilova, second in 
the 5K, held the early lead, but with 
the race going into the sixth kilometer, 
Belmondo surged past and held on to 
win in 29 minutes, 38.9 seconds. Her 
combined time for the two pursuit 


races was 42:27.9. 

With her quick pace and light 
weight, the slightly-built Ualinn flew 
through the blizzard, easily keeping 
her distance from the rest of the field. 

Behind her, there was a mad scram- 
ble in the closing kilometer, with 
Gavriliuk and Taranenko-Terelia push- 
ing through to win the other medals. 

Anfisa Rezlsova of Russia finished 
fourth, while Danilova fell to fifth. 

Martinscn. who is not a freestyle 
specialist, ended up eighth. 

Her victory in che 5K classical 
Monday was the first gold for the 
Norwegian women since tlie 1991 
Trude Dybcdahl victory at Predazzo. 

Belmondo was n silver medallist in 
the 30K at the Nagano Winter 
Olympics last year.

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BUENOS AIRES (R) — Argentina's top soccer players vowed on 
Monday to continue their strike in solidarity with lower division 
colleagues who, they said, were having difficulty Feeding their 
families. 

A court order has suspended the second and third divisions 
of the Argentine championship because of repeated crowd vio- 
lence. First division players went on strike in sympathy. 

President Carlos Menem, a self-proclaimed soccer fanatic, 
met with representatives of the Argentine Footballers Union 
(FAAJ last week and urged them to abandon their strike. But his 
efforts have been fruitless. 

"A lot of people thought we were going to give way (during 
the Menem meeting) but we are not turning back," FAA gener- 
al secretary Sergio March! told Reuters. 

"We have conviction In what we are doing because we're 
defending the rights of the (lower division) players, who have 
not been paid Tor months and who in many cases cannot afford 
to feed their families.' 1 

Marehi adged the union's action was an act of solidarity and 
members had been banned from using the word strike to 
describe it. 

The stoppage began two weeks ago and has prevented a ball 
being kicked In the 1999 Clausura championship, second of the 
two championships in the Argentine season.

CHINA HOPING UNESCO 
RECOGNISES ANCIENT 
STONE SCULPTURES 

Repig (dpa) — China said a group of more than 50,000 ancient stone 
carvings in south western Sichuan Province have a good chance of 
being listed as a United Nations World Heritage site this year, the offi- 
cial media reported on Hiesday. 

"Cultural relics experts from UNESCO were veiy impressed by the 
stone sculptures in Dazu during their inspection last year," the China 
Daily said, quoting Vtang Chuanping, deputy director of the cultural 
bureau ofChongqing, as saying. The World Heritage Site title is the 
highest honour a countiy can receive from the United Nations 
Education. Science and Culture Organisation (UNESCO) for its proreo 
tion and management of important cultural relics protection The 
stone sculptures in Dazu (literally, "Big Foot") in north western 
Chongqing provide a comprehensive record of how Buddhism gradu- 
ally gained popularity among common people in south western China 
more than 1 ,000 years ago, Wang said. 

Most of the carvings were done by artisans who flocked to the area 
during the Ting and Sang dynasties, marking China's second peak or 
he carving aits. The Dazu site is considered second only to the Sul and 
Tang dynasty-era Dunhuang grotto scone carvings in north western 
Gansu Province. 

Jtong noted that the beauty of the statues alone will not convince 
UNESCO experts. The Chongqing municipal government has allocated 
some 12 million yuan (1.45 million dollars) to bulldoze buildings that 
are thought to spoil the harmony of the site, the report said. 


Baghdad has since barred UNSCOM from return- 
ing to Iraq following the mid-December air strikes 
by the United States and Britain against Iraqi mili- 
tary sites. 

Ritter, a former U.S. Marines captain who took 
part in die 1991 Desert Storm campaign against 
Iraq, joined UNSCOM after that campaign. Baglidad 
singled him out as a CIA operative. 

In his book, Ritter said the CIA became involved 
in UNSCOM in 1992, sooner than Washington had 
admitted. He identified the senior CIA official under 
the alias of Moe Dobbs, who planned “the opera-

'ABC~SCHEDULES a two-hour 
LEWINSKY INTERVIEW IN MARCH 


NEWS ANCHOR 'CHASTENED' 
BY MONICA INTERVIEW 


NE W YORK (API - Monica 
Ifwinsky was very frank about 
ler feelings toward President 
■ 3 i dinton and Kenneth Starr 
in m interview with ABC but 
bd a hard time explaining her 
attraction to married men, 
Barbara Walters said. 

Walters met with reporters 
on Monday to describe her 
long-awaited interview with 
ihe former White House 
intern, who has yet to appear 
in public to discuss her. rela-. 
tionship with Clinton. 

The Interview took place 
Saturday in New York and will 
be broadcast over two hours 
jttting at 9 p.m. EST (0200 
GUI) on March 3, the final day 
cfa television "sweeps" peri- 
od used to set advertising 
ntes. 

It will air two days before 
the March 5 publication of the 
book "Monica's Story," a col- 
laboration between Ms. 
Lewinsky and Princess Diana 
biographer Andrew Morton. 
"She is open, she is expres- 
sive, she is sometimes very 
touching," Walters said. 
'Sometimes when she 
describes herself you realize 
she can be very difficult. She is 
finny andextremely articulate. 
This is not a Valley Girl." 

Ihe interview will also be an 
illuminating look into 
Ointon's character. Walters 


said. “I think you'll have some 
insight into him that you 
haven't had before,'' she said. 

During the impeachment 
saga. Ms. Lewinsky was hotly 
pursued hy interviewers, 
including talk show host 
Roscannc, who offered Ms. 
Lewinsky more than SI million 
to talk. ABC did not pay for 
the interview. 

Ms. Lewinsky said she chose 
Walters because she felt it was 
the best way to establish her 
credibility, Walters said. 

"I think Monica 
was a little apprehensive in 
the beginning hut was not ner- 
vous," Walters said. "She 
looked very striking in appear- 
ance, very attractive. Once she 
began I think she forgot there 
were cameras there." 

The most difficult question 
for her ro address is why she 
gets involved with married 
men, Walters said. 

Ms. Lewinsky is "teary" at 
sonic points. Inn "this is nut a 

sobbing interview," Walters 
said. 

After nailing down the inter- 
view in Nnvcmhci, ABC had to 
wait until last week lor per- 
mission from Starr. 

Ms. Lewinsky balked mtly 
once at answering a question 
due to restrictions placed on 
her hy Starr. It concerned the 
events of Jan. Ifi, 1‘J‘JH, when 



she was first questioned about 
her relationship with Clinton 
by Starr's representatives. 

Starr had asked that Ms. 
Lewinsky have a lawyer pre- 
sent during the interview, and 
she was told not to character- 
ize what was said to her by 
prosecutors. Wallers said.

Byjnninc Gibson in London 
CHANNEL 4 news presenter Jon 
Snow told Monday of how he 
was "chastened" by his inter- 
view wirh Monica Lewinsky and 
claimed she had been "raped 
by the American constitution." 

Oil his return from New York 
after his interview with her on 


Sunday, Snow said that he was 
forced to question his own role 
as a Journalist while covering 
the storm surrounding her rela- 
tionship with President 
Clinton. 

Snow said; "I've been chas- 
tened by what I found. It is an 
appalling abuse of a very young 
woman's rights and it Is painful 
to listen to." 

He found him self "challeng- 
ing some of my own behaviour 
as a journalist during the 
Monica Lewinsky affair" saying 
it was easy to forget there was 
a real person in the middle of 
the scandal. 

Although he had questioned 
whether Lewinsky was a suit- 
able candidate for an hour-long 
interview. Snow said he found 
her stoi-y "very moving how 
effectively she was raped by 
the US constitution." 

He added rliat viewers would 
be "very angry about the way 
The Land of the free has treat- 
ed her." 

Denying that he was subject 
to rigorous restrictions in his 
questions, he said the inter- 
view ranges "from the salacious 
to the constitutional.'’ 

Lewinsky speaks about her 
feelings past and present for 
the President and about her 



own life with “no reluctance” 
said Snow. She was "bursting to 
tell her story” 

"She feels so deprived of 
being able to put her view... She 
does feel incredibly aggrieved, 

I think she saw it as a cathartic 
operation, to put her story out 
there." 

She had "tremendous camera 
presence", but also very obvi- 
ous shortcomings which would 
be apparent. 

Channel 4 paid £ 400,000 
(S660.000) to secure the inter- 
national rights to the interview 
with Lewinsky, one of two she 
gave last weekend. The other, 
by veteran US interviewer 
Barbara Walters will be the true 
scoop, as ABC is said to be 
planning a two- hour special on 
March 3. 

In a carefully scheduled cam- 
paign, Lewinsky's appearances 
will tie in with the publication 
of the book about her life. 
Snow's hour-long progiam. 
titled Monica The Interview, 
will be shown on March 4, on 
the eve of the publication of 
Andrew Morton's book. 
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
